Run over by h 
heavy wagon which he had been driv¬ 
ing. Charles Konrad Small, a deignry 
man, wasJnstantly killed at a point 11 
miles north of DeWintun on Friday 
night. Mr. Snail,.who was a nieuil-» > 
of the Alberta Outfitters, was diiviug 
to Okotoks with the intention of open¬ 
ing a branch store there. He had 
stopped for the pui pose of feeding the 
horse and had removed the bridle 
from its mouth When it started to 
move off. Mr. Small caught hold of 
the back straps with the intention of 
restracning the animal when he slip¬ 
ped and fell under the wagon, the 
heavy wheels passing over his head, 
killing him instantly. After running 
quietly for a distance of about 50 yards 
the animal stopped and was quite 
docile all the time. The dead man has 
no friends in the city. He was unmar¬ 
ried and U years of age. The body 
ewe taken to Calgary in Shaver’s am¬ 
bulance. 


The main features of the act ^re ns 
follows: A rural municipality will in¬ 
clude nine townships iustead of four 
as in s Local Improvement District.

farmers who had failed as wheat 
gre were, hut he hgd never known af 
one farmer tp tall who honestly prac¬ 
ticed miked farming. • Mr. Bed 
ford , spoke the trath. Never 
was thefe a sterner leqson given than 
the western farmers have gotten ttys 
year. They staked their all on one 
crop—wheat and other grain—and that 
crop though large was not s .success. 
The result, as we all know, has been 
losses Inr bad harvest weather caue-' 
Ing damp and wet grain, losses caused 
by the farmers flooding the market 
through making a read rush to sell It. 
The results we also see: notes over¬ 
due st the banks, storekeepers’ ac¬ 
counts unsettled, machinery unpaid 
for, wholesale and manufacturing 
Arms dunning for the money due them 
by the western formers. 

To use a trite saying! "our farmers 
put all thejr eggs In one basket, the 
basket foil, the eggs were smashed, 
and all that were left was the frag- 
mests to pay for a year's work. How 
different! would It have been had the 
formers had the revenue from their 
dairy cattle and their hogs to fall 
bank upon He would then have been 
able' to pay his -way, and be able to 
bear the loss on one Item of his In¬ 
come, so long as others were profit¬ 
able. There Is no room for disput¬ 
ing the fact that what .la known as 
"mixed forming” Is good farming, aafe 
farming and profltable farming. 

Look abroad and see how the farm¬ 
ers who pay a yearly rent of from 
*6 to $111 aa acre make farming .par. 
It Is not by confining themselves to 
growing crops of grain.' That is their 
smallest source of revenue. The mak¬ 
ing of butter and cheese; the raising 
and fattening of hogs, sheep and cat¬ 
tle for the butcher; the breeding ot 
horses; the growing of roots and vege¬ 
tables for market, all contribute to 
the British farmers’ bank account and 
] enable him to pay high rente to his 
landlord. Here, In this northwestern 
Canada, the land Is fertile. The farm¬ 
ers have no rents to pay. But when 
h ad seasons come, as come they will, 
the single crop on which the farmers ! 
wholly depend, is s failure, and the 1 
majority of them are brought to the 
brink of ruin. Diversified farming 
would remedy all this. 

Now, we will give a brief glance 
at Ontario, and see what mixed -farm¬ 
ing has done for that province. Fifty 
years ago, grain growing/bad result¬ 
ed In Impoverishing the land to such 
an extent that in large districts it 
would not grow anything to yield a 
profit..; The dairy Industry has work¬ 
ed wonders in Improving these con-: 
ditlons. For Instance, look at the 
county of Oxford. 'The land Is now 
fertile and will grow anything. Good 
large brick barns, comfortable and 
large brick and stone homes have re¬ 
placed the ramshackle, dilapidated log 
buildings, and there Is an air of com¬ 
fort and prosperity on every farm. At 
Woodstopk and Ingersoll. markets are 
held every week at which are to be 
seen cheese buyers from all parts of 
th P Province, and even from. Britain. 
TtfB quamy of-mr-tiruotig%?uaw tlP 
any In the world and commands the 
highest prices. In other parts of that 
province the result has been equally 
satisfactory. * 

The factory system prevails, mostly 
In Ontario, but there are a great 
manv private dairies which are very 
profitable, though th» farms are small, 
few of them exceeding one hundred 
acres. For examnle. the writer knows 
i of farms of that site where tweutv 
to -twenty-five milk cows are kept and 
the milk is made Into cheese and but- 
r ter and sold In the local markets. 

I 'The dairies are operated on the most 
Improved principles a member of the 
famllv thoromrhiy learning the busi¬ 
ness In one of the many nearby cheese 
factories. All these farms glye a 
good profit to their owner*. Their 
handsome horses and the we!1-dro«sed

Why Bees Work ih the Dark. 

Bees go out all day gathering honey 
and work at night in the hive, build¬ 
ing their combg as perfectly as if an 
electric light shone there all the time. 
"Why do they prefer to work in the 
alark?" Is often asked. 

Everyone knows that honey Is a 
liquid with no solid sugar In it. After 
standing It gradually assumes a 
■crystalline appearance or’ granulates 
end ultimately becomes .a solid (bass. 
Honey has been experimentally ln : 
closed in well-corked Basks, some ot 
which were kept In perfect, darkness, 
while the others were exposed to the 
light 

The result was that the portion ex¬ 
posed to the light soon crystallized, 
while that kept In the dark remained 
unchanged. Hence we see why the' 
bees are so careful to obscure the 
glass windows which are placed In 
their hives. ■?—’' 

The existence of the young de¬ 
pends on the liquidity of the saccha¬ 
rine food presented to them, and If 
light were allowed access to this It 
would, in all 'Vobabillty, prove fatal 
to the inmates of the hive. 


Life on the Planeta 
The possible existence of life on 
the planets Is discussed In the “Jour¬ 
nal of -the- -Royal Astronomical So¬ 
ciety of Canada" by Professor R. G. 
Aitken of the Lick Observatory, who 
summarizec the latest conclusions ot 
astronomers upon this question. Pro¬ 
fessor Aitken considers that the ex¬ 
istence qL a high form of life on the 
moon, Jupiter, Saturn, Mercury, Ura- 
nag or Neptune Is extremely improb¬ 
able. Although Venus greatly resem¬ 
bles the earth, It Is generally believed 
by astronomers that the day and the 
year of the planet are of equal dura¬ 
tion. In that case no life can exist 
upon It Concerning Mars, Professor 
Aitken says that “astronomers are not 
agreed' as to whether the much-dis¬ 
cussed markings srssflkh op merely 
earthquake cracks. There are no 
permanent bodies ot water on the 
olanet .j The best that can be said Is 
that although the temperature on 
tyars Is’very low, therfc may be on the 
planet, to a limited extent, the con¬ 
ditions essential to life; probably only 
vegetable and low-order animal life, 
but no belngsjpf Intelligence.”

—■ Have yo» ever noticed what fre¬ 
quent use Is made of the number 
ninety-nine?

It is very 
prominent In a famous revival hymn 
which was popular some years ago, 
r*ukd which te founded qn the parable 
of the hundred sheep, one of which 
wandered away and got lost, while 
the “ninety-and-nlne” remained safe 
In the fold. This parable also shows 
that In ancient times the number had 
a recognized place in the every-day 
language.

train crew that sorts them out like 
thatl matter. The speed at which 
this “cut-flower express” runs Is 
greater than that of any other train 
In Europe and It Is almost Invariably

Colonel Burland responding to a 
toast to the Imperial forces eulogized 
the work done t>y 8ir Frederick Bor¬ 
den for the mllitja. .That body was

WM. „ ~ y. 

Premier McBride, responding to a 
toast to the Dominion, referred to the 
wonderful success that the Duke of 
Connaught was achieving in Canada 
and the gratification that bis Reyal 
Highness intended to make a western 
Journey was creating. He suggested 
lhat the Lord Mayor should pay Can¬ 
ada a state visit on lines of hla con¬ 
tinental visits. The loyalty and pat¬ 
riotism of Canada had never been 
questioned, continued the speaker, but 
lately It has been intensified by pollti- 
:al exigencies which perhaps it would 


not be fitting to enter Into here. * 

Proceeding to discuss the navy 
question, Premier McBride said: 

”1 assure you intense Interest is be¬ 
ing taken in this' question. We have 
assurance from Premier Borden that 
the government proposes to take up 
this queaUor a’, once and dent with 
It effectively. We In British Colum¬ 
bia are reminded day by day ot alt 
nai a navy means. I have confidence 
• wh i Premier Borden proposes, 
as he will do shortly, a strong policy 
making far an active and efficient 
Canadian navy he will have tbe en¬ 
tire Dominion behind him. One Is 
very much enequraged to believe that 
there will be results and quickly, too, 
when one has watched the earnest, 
splendid fashion tn which the first 
Lord of the^ Admiralty. Winston 
Churchill, has discharged the duties 
of his office. Without meaning any 
reflection to his predecessors, I think 
I may safely say that Mr. Churchill 
has made a name for himself unique 
in the - annals of his department I 
want to emphasize the strong deter¬ 
mination of the Canadian people so 
far as I can gauge It to deal with this 
question quickly and we may expect 
good results from the fact that at the 
head of the admiralty there Is such a 1 
strong personality at Mr. Winston 
Churchill.”

It must be an In¬ 
ward righteousness ot the heart, not 
like that of the Pharisees, of whom 
our Lord said that, although they ap¬ 
peared righteous outwardly to men, 
they were within full of hypocrisy 
and Iniquity, outwardly whited sepul¬ 
chres, Inwardly all uncleanness (Matt 
xxltt, 26-28). In our lesson He says 1 r 
no case can such righteousness enter 
the kingdom (verse 20k aad in Ib*. 
Ixlv, 6. we are told that all our rlghl> 
eousneesea are as filthy rags. Com 
cerning the kind that Ood require* 
we are told, “There Is none righteous 
—no not pne,” and when we are 
brought face to face with the law 
every*mouth is .stopped and all the 
world guilty before God (Rom. Ill, 10. 
1*). Men have many standards. God 
has but one, called "the righteousness 
of God” (Rom. Ill 6, 22; x. 3; II. Cor. 
v, 21). In verse 17 of our lesson He 
said that He came to fulfill the law 
and the prophet*, and to John the 
Flautist Ho aald: "It becometh us to 
fulfill all righteousness” (111, 15). 
There wan neither flsw nor failure In 
Hla righteousness. He could truth¬ 
fully say: “I do aTwnys those things 
that please the Father,’ and the Father 
testified concerning Him: “This Is my 
beloved Son, In whom I am well 
pleased” (John vlll, 29; Matt. Ill, 17; 
xvll, 5). He was the Lamb without 
blemish and without spot. He knew 
Od sin; He was holy, harmless, un(le- 
filed and separate from sinners (I. 
Peter. 1, 19; 11, 22; II. Cor. v. 21; Heb. 
vll, 2fl). His was righteousness In¬ 
deed, and nothing short of His per¬ 
fect righteousness can enable any one 
to appear before God acceptably. Th* 
case on our side Is therefore utterly 
hopeless as far as any efforts of ours 
are concerned, for ."by the deeds ot 
the law there shall no flesh be Justi¬ 
fied In His sight” (Rom. Ill, 20)., The 
very best that man can do 
oomes far short of His perfect 
righteousness. ,What a gloomy out* 
vised means whereby we need not be 
vised means whereby we seed not be 
driven away from Him (II. Sam. xiv. 
14). Not only did the Son of'God 
give In Hla life a sample of the per¬ 
fect righteousness which Ood re¬ 
quires; but. having no sin of His own. 
He bare our sins In His own body on 
th* tree. There was laid on Him the 
Iniquity of us all. He was made a sin 
offerlug for u s. and when w». ni nn ,i 
mbq *nd-wdcelve Him we become 
iccepted In Him and He Is accepted 
for us, as It la written In the law con¬ 
cerning the guilty man and his jper- 
rect offering. "It shall be accepted for 
him ’ (Lev. 1, 4). The priest had uo 
need to examine the man—he pleaded 
guilty—but he did examine the sacri¬ 
fice, and if it was without blemish, 
according to the law, the guilty man 
identifying himself with his perfect 
sacrifice by laying hln hand upon it 
was accepted because of his sacrifice, 
and the blood was shed, the life laid 
down, for It Is the blood that maketh 
an atonement for the soul (Lev. xvll, 
11; Heb. lx, 22). What a wonderful

I-ord. He took my place as a guilty 
one and suffered in my stead, making 
an end of my sins! that I might lake 
Ills place before Ood. clothed with Hla 
righteousness.

sown to oats, or plowed up to plant 
with corn. The May crop of the Unit¬ 
ed States Agricultural Department 
will be Issued shortly. Among other 
things It will give an estimate of the 
winter wheat acreage abandoned and 
the condition of the gfbwlng crops 
as,on May 1st. No doubt It will Indi¬ 
cate the prospect of a very small 
crop of winter wheat. Mr. B. W. 
Snow, the crop expert, has Issued his 
May report, and puts the condition 
of the United States winter wheat at 
75.9 with an abandonment of 18.2 per 
cent, of the acreage planted, indicat¬ 
ing a probable yield of 858,000.000 bu. 
against 431,000,1100 hu. th" final gov¬ 
ernment estimate for the'yield of 
1911. As a rule, Mr. Snow’s estimate 
and the government estimate are 
very close to eatffi other. The lowest 
estimate of conditions on May 1st by 
the government in the last fourteen 
years was 76.2 In 1899. In 1911 It 
was 86.1. Owing to an abundance of 
rain everywhere over . tff? winter 
wheat crop except In jhe state of 
Kansas, during thfc last Reveral 
weeks, accompanied py a tempera¬ 
ture a few degrees below the normal 
average; growth Is backward and 
unless very warm, dry weather 
comes In ^lay and June the winter 
wheat harvest will be delayed. Last 
year owing to the dry, hot weather 
it was very early. Tn seeding of the 
spring wheat Southern Minnesota 
and South Dakota got started early 
and seeding is finished over these 
areas. In Northern Dakota, how¬ 
ever, and Northern Minnesota and 
over roost of Western Canada, al¬ 
though there are spots where seed¬ 
ing was done early, the bulk of it 
has not made seasonable progress. 
This results from the’broken weather 
with snow and rain, which has been 
coming at intervals 'since the middle 
of April. There are districts In Man¬ 
itoba and Saskatchewan where little 
or no wheat has been sown yet. The 
temperature has been below the nor¬ 
mal for tbe time of year and unless 
the rainy weather stops at once and 
a good steady spell of fatr weather 
sets In. It will curtail the acreage" 
that might have been put under 
wheat, for the season Is advancing 
and petting too late to prudently sow 
wheat. The wet weather has. also 
hindered general farm work of which 
so much more then n«ual wbs left 
over from last fall The fart that 
the damage reports to the United 
States winter wheat baa been tn 
stlmu'ate the snecu'etlye markets 
and keen prices no, hut during th“ 
week fluctuations In prices'have been 
erratic and tnwprds the end. there 
h»« been a decline from the. hlrtr 
points reached during the week.

Last year 
over a million dollars worth was Im¬ 
ported from the United States. Only 
1700 worth was bought from CffBBfia. 


KILL BEAVER IN CYPRE8S HILLS 


Colonies Now So Numerous That 
Lands Are Being Flooded. 

Swift Current. — Provincial game 
wardens are reducing the beaver colo¬ 
nies in the Cypress HiUs; southwest 
of Swift Current, under government 
instructor's on account of thd 1 flood¬ 
ing of lands In times Of high water 
along streams inhabited by there ani¬ 
mals, and the consequent damage sus¬ 
tained by setlqjrs. The colonies have 
grown quite large under the Immunity 
which they have enjoyed for 
some years, and th"Ir darn urn now 
so numerouss that the small rivers 
and creeks are choked with them. The 
government will sell the skins, and 
the farmers on whose land the ani¬ 
mals are killed will receive forty per 
cent, of the proceeds. They will also 
receive some slight compensation in 
addition for any damage they may 
.lave sustained by having their land 
uffleient number of beaver will be lift 
to insure their t>ro>eagatlon and tb 
present their extinction. 


DID NOT RECEIVE SUPPORT THAT 
WAS REQUIRED. 


Manitoba Elevator Commission Will 

Go Out of Business at the End of 

the Season—Want to Sell to the 

Grain Growers’ Association. 

Winnipeg.— B. W. McCualg, chair¬ 
man of the Manitoba Government Ele¬ 
vator Commission, stated that he had 
received orders to close up the busi¬ 
ness of the commission by the close 
of thfe present year, August 31. He 
said he had been with the commission 
since It started, and found-- that it 
did not receive sufficient support 
from the people. This was presum¬ 
ably the reason for the commission 
going out ot business. Mr. McCualg 
stated that from September 1 to Jan¬ 
uary 31, last year, the government 
elevators had only handled forty per 
cent, of the grain, according to the 
statement ot th" railways. 

"This losing game,” said the chair¬ 
man of the commission, “where there 
Is an Insufficient support, from the 
people, and where there are certain 
operating expenses which cannot be 
overcome, and which would scarcely 
be covered by the .amount of business 
handled. Is beyond doubt the. reason 
for ttft> move. We can t get the grain 
to handle to make It a paying busi¬ 
ness.” 

Mr. McCuag was not aware of the 
plans of the government for the fu¬ 
ture. but said that the elevators would 
all be empty by August 31, and the 
plants will be ready for either sale 
or lease to private Individuals or com- 
panless. There are a total of 172 ele¬ 
vators In the system, with a total'ca¬ 
pacity of about 4.300.000 bushels 
roughly speaking. The chairman wag 
of the firm opinion that It was not 
because the business methods of the 
commission were unsound lhat the 
failure was recorded, but rather the 
entire trouble lav In the non-support 
of the grain producers generally. 

The collapse of the government’s 
elevator business was a sublect of dis¬ 
cussion at tie grain exchange. It 
la learned on verv good authority 
that, the provincial government has 
made a nroposal to the Grain Growers’ 
association to take over the elevators 
at the price which , the government 
nald for them. There was a meet¬ 
ing of the Oral" Growers comnsny 
and the Oral" Growers’ association 
recently and this matter Is known to 
have been discussed.

The 
first step In the big merger will be 
the taking In of the Union Bank oy 
the Bank of Montreal, When, this 
purchase Is consummated the enlarged 
Bank of Montreal will amalgamate 
with the new Royal Bank (Royal and 
Traders). The final product will be 
an Instltntldn with an authorized cap¬ 
ital of at least $39.00,000 and a paid- 
up capital of $32,377,920. 


Big Schemes to Protect Forests. 

Ottawa.—An aggressive fire protect¬ 
ive and forestry policy is being car¬ 
ried out by the government' and next 
summer the work of preserving the 
natural resources of the west will be 
carried out. * \

Snared a Blackmailer Who Oared | 
to Invade WaO Street 1 

TRIED TO WORK JAY GOULD. 


••it tit* Old Financier Wat Nat ta Be 

Beared by a Black Hand Letter, and 

JHi* Partnar Fixed Up a Bahama Thai 

Clavarly Caught tha.Culprit 

Tba lata Jay Gould arrived at hla of- 
Bce ona morning to a state of mind. 
"Therel" ba as Id to bis favorite part- 
jar. flinging down a lattar wbicb bad 
oaao addressed to Mrs. Jay Gould. ,”1 
don’t mind their writing their scurril¬ 
ous things to me. but when they begin 
to sand them to my Wife It’a got to ba 
Stopped. What can you doT” 

Tha partner first read tbe letter. Tba , 
Writer premised that be bad loot a great 
Beal of money speculating In Gould 
Stocks, especially Missouri Pacific, and 
required that be be advised bow to get 
back what be had lost and more be¬ 
sides. TJpleas Mr. Gould Imparted to 
him straight, bona fide money making 
Information be would destroy Mrs. 
Gould. The* manner In which be de¬ 
sired tbe information to be Imparted 
was this: Every morning an advertise¬ 
ment should be Inserted in tbe personal 
column of a certain New York news¬ 
paper advising blm when to bay and 
when to sell Missouri Pacific. Tbe ad¬ 
vertisement abould be written in a code 
which be bad devised, so that be alone 
bvonld receive and understand tbe tip. 

*T think I can catch him.” said Mr. 
Gonld’s partner. "Just leave it to me.” 

Mr. Gould was for calling in Inspec¬ 
tor Byrnes at once, but his partner 
thought they bad better wait until 
they bad laid a mine for the offender. 

Tbe partner, who bad a shrewd un¬ 
derstanding of bn man nature, proceed¬ 
ed in an unexpected manner. It hap¬ 
pened that Mr. Gould’a firm was very 
active in Missouri Pacific and con¬ 
trolled the stock’s fluctuations. On 
the next day an advertisement was 
Inserted, an tbe blackmailer had re¬ 
quested. Informing him agreeably to 
Ilia code to buy Missouri Pacific and 
to watch for further instructions. Mis¬ 
souri Pacific stock went up. A few 
days later another advertisement was 
Jinserted telling -him to sell Missouri 
Pacific. And Missouri Pacific declin¬ 
ed. Again he was told when to buy 
It and again when to Bell it and when 
this bad been repeated a number of 
times tbe partner was ready to spring 
. tbe trap. He Inserted an advertise¬ 
ment which took the blackmailer off 
ids guard. It read somewhat like this: 

"Missouri Pacific.—The person who 
bas been receiving information to his 
own profit about tbe movements of 
this stock baa not kept faith with us. 
He has been Imparting it to others. 
JTor that reason it is discontinued." - ^ 

That was not true. • There wae-uop' 
the slightest reaso*- lo believe that tbe 
!b!ackmaller bad ii^mrted hie Informa¬ 
tion to others; there had been even 
no conclusive evidence of bis acting 4 
on it for himself, as be would not be 
likely to speculate on so large a scale 
as to be recognised In tbe steek mar- 
bet. But even In a few hundred shares 
at a time a man could make a great 
deal of money in a abort time If he 
knew beforehand infallibly when the 
price would t?se and when It would 
fall. Mr. Gould's partner counted 
upon tbe man's natural Impulse when 
accused of baring, by bis own lack 
of discretion, slain his goose. The Im¬ 
pulse would be to deny that be had 
broken faith. Tbe chances were that 
he would deny It by letter. The trick 
•ras to nail blm as he mailed the letter. 

Inspector Byrnes was now called 
Into tbe case. The accusing advertise¬ 
ment was printed on Sunday morning, 
so That if the blackmailer posted a 
letter during tbe day It would be all 
(be easier to catch him. Inspector 
Byrnes stationed a man at every mail 
box In tbe postal district from' which 
the original letter of threat bad been 
posted to Mrs. Gould. Every man who 
posted a letter anywhere In that dis¬ 
trict that 8unday was under suspicion. 
Before he was out of sight a detec¬ 
tive, under pretense of posting one of | 
bis own. had opened the box with his 
pass key and had Inspected tbe letter 
last deposited. 

And Just before dark a letter ad¬ 
dressed to Jay Gould was posted by a 
well dresaed young man. who ten min¬ 
utes later was In the office of Inspector 
Byrnes protesting Indignantly and de¬ 
claring his family connections. He did 
not know on what evidence he had ' 
been taken. Mr. Gould's partnerjwan 
summoned, and be opened the letter, !' 
which was exactly tbe one expected. 
The writer warmly and truthfully de- 1 
Hied that be bad Imparted tbe Missouri 
Pacific information to any one and said 
that therefore he should expect to con¬ 
tinue receiving It as before. 

But the blackmailer was no more sur- I 
prised when confronted by tbe letter i 
than Mr. Gould’a partner was when be 
taw the blackmailer, for it turned out , 
that ba was socially well connected, 
lie was. In fact, tbe son of a man for 
whom one ^^nber of tbe Gonld firm 
entertained feelings of friendship. He 
bad done badly with everything and j 
bad at last reserted to Dlackmall. His ' 
threat to do violence to Mrs. Gould 
was empty, tbougb there was no know- 1 
lug beforehand that such was tbe case. I 
Mr. Gould was not easily mollified. He I 
tboagbt an example abould be made of 
ane of tbe few threatening letter writ- _ 
ms Wall street had ever caught red- 
kanded. Tbe pleading of the young 
man's family at length prevailed, and 
be wee let off.—New York Post.

Chat With an Engllah Warder About 
- - Gentlemen "Lag*.” 

In the year 1970 a royal commie* 
aion, presided over by Lord Kimbeiv 
ley. recommended that all first offen¬ 
der*. should be kept entirely apert 
from those who had been cunvicted 
more than one* 

The advice was taken, and so tits 
"star”- class came into being, and 
Portland became their prison home. 
Here all first offenders who are phyri. 
cally capabje of. hard labor are sent, 
and consequently Portland holds a 
larger number of well-born and well- 
educated convicts than either Dart*, 
moor or Parkhurst. 

According to a warder who ha* eerv- 
ed dn both Portland and Dartmoor, 
the gentleman lag is either the best 
or worst of prisoners. At Portland 
the first offender usually behaves well 
and gets lull remission, and only two 
per cent, of the “star” class sre re» 
convicted. ‘"But,” added the warder, 
‘‘if there’s one ghap worse than an¬ 
other to handle, it is the educated 
lag who has gone absolutely to the 
bad and is beyond reform. It is their 
education that makes them so trouble¬ 
some. They are always up to some 
mischief, blit are generally too clever 
to be caught. 

“There was one of this.sort in Dart¬ 
moor who had originally been at n 
public school and a university. He 
got into trouble at college, and was 
sent to Canada. He came in for a 
little money, and was foolish enough 
to return to England, where he ran 
through every penny ot hie legacy 
and forged a friend’s name to a large 
check. He was convicted and sent to 
Portland for five years. As soon as 
he was out he was at his old game-* 
again, and when I knew him was 
serving bis third term as an old lag 
in Dartmcgir. 

“His favorite game was to stir up 
other prisoners to attack warders. He 
would get hold of some half ‘balmy’ 
chap and work on his feelings till he 
was ready for any violence. But he 
was far too cute to run his own skin 
into danger, and, although we ward¬ 
ers knew well enough who was at the 
bottom of the trouble, we never could 
get evidence to convict him. His end 
was a curious 'one. A dupe of his 
who had been flogged for hitting a 
warder turned on him and stabbed 
hinp with a cobbler's awl. He died 
in hospital a week later, and we 
breathed more -freely. 

“Another type of gentleman convict 

was D- who had been a solicitor 

before he was struck off the rolls for 
stealing trust money. Whether he had 
made a speciality oi prison law or 
not, I do not know. He was up in 
every small point—knew more, prob¬ 
ably, than the governor himself. In 
these days a convict has the right 
to complain to the governor or the 
doctor if he does not get ’his rights.’ 
and to petition the Home Office al¬ 
most as often as he pleases. 

“D-was always at this game. For 

instance, he seemed to know by in¬ 
stinct if his loaf of ’tommy’ (whole¬ 
meal bread) was half an ounce Short 
weight, and would eomplaii at once. 
Nothing was too trivial to make a song 
about, and if he could only get some¬ 
one into, trouble ha was happy. He 
is out at present, but We aei dread 
his turning up again. 

“No distinction is made between 
convicts, and there is no doubt that 
it comes hard on a man who has 
never done a stroke of physical work 
in his life to have to turn to and use 
a spade or a stoue-hammer. Oddly 
enough, most of the gentlemen lags 
■at Portland make no bones about this 
sort of thing, but what some or them 
do not like is cleaning out their cells. 
One chap offered me $250 (to be paid 
when he came out) to get this done 
for him. I believe he would have 
paid up all right.” 

Bird Sanctuary. 

Few guess that in the busiest part 
of London there is a paradise for 
birds much beloved by the spring and 
autumn migrants flying across the 
city. It lies on St. Andrew’s Hill, 
and is the tiny garden attached to the 
rectory belonging to. the quaintly 
named church of St. Andrew-by-tlie- 
Wardrobe. From time to time the 
rector—the Rev. P. Clementi-Smith— 
records the arrival in this bird sanc¬ 
tuary of redstarts, or still rarer trou¬ 
vailles. Apart from his ornithological 
researches, Mr. Cleinenti-Smith is an 
interesting personality. He is a 
grandson of Muzio dementi—Beet¬ 
hoven’s favorite composer—who is 
called “The Father of the Pianoforte" 
on his tomb in the cloisters of West- 
minster ^bbey. 

A Police Terrier. 

An Irish terrier named Jerry, which 
has developed a wonderful capacity 
for police work, is now stationed at 
Surbiton. The -terrier, owned by a 
sergeant of the Metropolitan Poiice, 
knows all the "beats" in the district, 
and always accompanies his master 
when making patrol by cycle. Jeriy's 
"specialty” is in the capturing of 
Stray dogs. These he lures in a 
friendly manner to the police station, 
and then mounts guard at the gat? un¬ 
til the derelict receives official atten¬ 
tion. . —

fnan, of West Newton, Cumberland, 
England, has finished a tramp of J25.- 
000 miles, and retired after fifty years’ 
connection with the service.

shown by this thrilliug story of the 
rescue of a party of native miners by 
the Englishmen who were in charge 
of them. 

On* tiiorning a band of natives hard 
at work in a corner of tbe mine were 
startled by a dull noise, as if a few 
tons of some soft substance had been 
hurled against the high door tbst rep- 
ffk-ated tbe spot where .they worked 
frpm the -long tunnel that led to the 
shaft. 

“The mud'!” they cried and dtopped 
their picks in an instant. 

A mud rush means certain death to 
all, in its.track. It gives no warning. 
It comes silently, like an ugly, wrig¬ 
gling snake. It works its way swift-’ 
ly, spares nothing, covers everything. 
The Englishmen at the opening of the 
tunnel roared out, “CHmb to the top 
of the wall!” which tbe natives 

f tromptly did. There, for the time at 
east; they were safe. 

"Stay where you are!” the English¬ 
men called. “If you jump dowagoroir 
will be sucked in and suffocated in 
two minutes." 

Boon tbe tunnel was. a tunnel no 
longer, but a mass of quivering slime. 
The mud'flowed for hours. Then it 
gradually slowed and ceased. The 
Englishmen outside sat round on a 
neighboring rock and looked down 
helplessly into the pit. All manners 
of suggestions were made, most 'of 
them worthless, but in the end it was 
decided to try ta reach the men, not 
by removing the maud, but by passing 
over it. 

One man laid a plank open the mud 
and stretched himself on it. A little 
spade wyis handed to him, with which 
he began to cut into the mud and 
pull himself along ’as a man face 
downward in a canoe might pull him-, 
self forward with a paddle. He work¬ 
ed bravely on, half inch by half inch. 
Then another man put down a plank 
and followed him. 

In half an hour six men were laid 
flat on six planks in the midst of. the 
mud. There was sixty-five feet of 
mud, and between them and it were 
these thin planks that might heel 
over at any moment And send them to 
a suffocating death. And behind was 
the hidden spring of destruction that 
might let loose its slime again, flood 
the tunnel and capsise the planks like 
cockleshells on a turbulent sea. When { 
the man on tbe first plank reached 
the wall on which the natives were 
huddled be called to them 1 
“You’ve seen the way I’ve come. 
Well, I’m going back, but I’m leaving 
tbe planks for you to follow on. Crawl 
along the planks as much like a 
snake as you can.” 

Slowly the met on the planks, slid 
bsck, leaving the wooden line behind 
them. 81owly the natives followed. 
Nobody spoke. The blaok mass under¬ 
neath looked as hard as a rock, but 
was as soft as porridge and trembled 
horribly. As each man reached the 
end plank he was hauled in to safety 
and carried, half fainting, out of the

rived his mates thought he was a 
stranger. His hair was perfectly white. 


Famous Banyan Tre*. 

' One of the most wonderful trees in 
the world is the famous banyan tree 
in the Botanical Gardens in Calcutta, 
India, which covers two and one-half 
acres of ground. This tree fills a 
visitor witn admiration and awe. 

The utmost care is taken of this 
wonderful growth, for every tender 
young root, as it begins to fall like a 
stalactite from the branch overhead, is 
encased and protected fr -i harm in 
a bamboo. It is expected that this 
particular tree, nursed and nurtured 
like a baby, will within the next 60 
years, cover at least 15 acres of 
ground. It is supposed to have 1,500 
aerial roots. The mother trunk is an 
almost shapeless mass by this time 
and contributes very little to the sus¬ 
tenance of its multitudinous progeny. 

The banyan tree flourishes in India 
as in no other part of the world, al¬ 
though they do reach an enormous 
size—with hundreds of roots—in some 
other lands. 

A Min* Leader. 

Mr. Enoeh Edwards, M.P., president 
of the Britiffh Miners' Federation, 
ranks with Mr. W. Abraham, M.P., 
Mr. Thomas Ashton, and Mr. Thomas 
Burt, M.P., as one of the veterans 
among the miners’ leaders. Mr. Ed¬ 
wards, who is sixty years of age, be¬ 
gan life as a miner and worked for 
many years in coal mii.es. He was. 
very soon recognized as a born leader 
of man, and at the age of eighteen 
w«3 made treasurer of the North Staf¬ 
fordshire Miners’ Association, seven 
years later becoming its secretary, No 
man is more popular in Burslem, in 
which town he has been mayor and 
still remains an alderman. He has 
often said that he has no love for 
strikes. He advocates the principle 
of conciliation,' regarding strikes as 
folly And a terrific waste of money. 
While admitting the inability of en¬ 
tirely dropping the weapon, he has 
declared that it must only be used in 
the last resort.

. At the close qf the evening service 
the rector, tbe Ven. Archdeacon Col¬ 
ley, took his place in a coffin which 
bad previously been prepared, and. 
carried by four of his parishioners, 
was exhibited to tire gaze of his wor¬ 
shipers. He was clad in tbe canoni¬ 
cals be had worn during. the- service, 
and his features' were plainly visible 
through the glass covering of the 
wooden cabinet, in which he was in¬ 
closed as ii for burial. 

Some of the congregation were ab- 
viously seised with consternation at 
the weird spectacle. Others knowing 
.their rector’s amiable idiosyncrasies, 
giggled-half hysterically. And a few 
shocked at the mockery of death, has¬ 
tily left the church. 

.Returning to the music desk, which 
is a special feature of the church, 
"''and facing the large congregation, the 
rector, made the following extraordin¬ 
ary statement: 

"Not feeling to be getting any 
younger every day, I have had ray 
coffin—which many of you for same 
eight years have known has been 
made for me—brought over from the 
rectory music room, and now is be¬ 
fore you in the chancel. In the year 
1904 (on the 14th day of May) I left, 
my body to be given up to the Uni¬ 
versity of Birmingham for medical 
students' use, and to be cut up in 
the interests of anatomical and sur¬ 
gical science when I Have done with 
it,”. -■ .. \ 

Having got .so far in his strange ad¬ 
dress, the archdeacon called for- his 
"beWffirs" to come forward. Still 
. clothed in full canonicals, consisting 
of cassock, surplice, stole and hood, 
with the Canterbury biretta, he step¬ 
ped into the square box-shaped cof¬ 
fin, which had been reared on end, 
and the glass cover was fixed in front 
of him. Then he was borne through 
the church. 

Charity Dogs. 

Prince, the five-year-old black re¬

Help started collecting 
in 1882, and died nine years later, 
after wheedling over £1,000 out of 
passengers . m Like Tim, he is stuffed, 
and still manages to collect about £20 
a year. 

Whit* Island. 

What is perhaps the most extraor¬ 
dinary island in the world is that 
: which lies thirty miles to the north¬ 
east of New Zealand. White Island 
is an enormous mass of rock nearly 
three miles in 'circumference, rising 
900 feet above the sea. and is perpe¬ 
tually enveloped in dark clouds that 
are visible for nearly 100 mUes. This 
island consists almost entirely of sul¬ 
phur, with a small percentage of 
gypsum. Some years ago, an attempt 
was made to float a company to work 
the sulphur, which is of high quality, 
but sufficient capital was not sub- 
| scribed. The export of sulphur from 
| White Island is, therefore, still very 
I small. In the interior is a lake fully 
fifty acres 'in extent, the water of 
which has a temperature of 110 de- 
j grees Fahrenheit, and it is strongly 
i impregnated with acids. On one side 
| of this lake are craters from which 
steam escapes with great force and 
noise. This steam and the vapor from 
the lake form the dark clouds that 
envelop the island. 

Siamese Elephants. 

It is estimated that there are 3,000 
domesticated elephants in Siam; but 
there is a fear that the elephant is 
showing a tendency to disappear. The 
price is $2,500 for a male and $L800 
for a female. The animal, an adult 
At 25, is not in full vigor until ten 
years later, and the longevity of the 
, elephant is well-known. The capture 
of the wild elephant is both danger¬ 
ous and costly. Elephant hunting is 
under the control of the state, which 
imposes a duty of $150 o'n each ani¬ 
mal taken. According to an t official 
return the value of ivory exported 
from Siam last year was $22,000.

"You are to convey my thanks to 
the proprietor here for the prompt 
and admirable manner in which my 
party has been Berved at this restaur¬ 
ant/’ 

The command- was instantly obeyed. | 
much to th’e disgust of the adjoining 
table, a disgust which wag intensified 
when the King gave the timid young 
waitress a gold piece. 

The Tsetse Fly. 

How great a menace is the tsetse fly 
to the progress of certain regions of 
Africa is shown in the report of Sir 
William H. Manning, governor of Ny- 
asal&nd. The prevalence of the fly 
has made it necessary to close many 
important roads against all forms, of 
animal transport. One of tbe high¬ 
ways thus closed to animal-drawn" 
vehicles is the road between Blantyre. 
the chief commercial centre of the 
country, and Zomba, the administra¬ 
tive capital; but 23 miles of it, or 
more than half, has been macadamiz¬ 
ed, in order that -motor vehicles can 
use it; and work on the remainder is 
going on rapidly. The'ordinary roads 
of the country are impassable for ox- 
wagons during the rainy season, which 
extends from November to May. For 
this reason a great increase of maca¬ 
damized highways is desirable- Un¬ 
less it is provided, the newly-develop¬ 
ed agricultural settlements of, the pro¬ 
tectorate Will suffer grqatly. 

Ona on Sir.Robert. 

Sir Robert Ball, the astronomer, is 
fond of telling an amusing story 
against himself,- He is a round-faced, 
jovial-looking man in appearance, not 
resembling in the least the ordinary I 
conception of a famous scientist-. 
Once he wa3 engaged to lecture in a 
.Temote part of Ireland and found no 
vehicle waiting for him at the station. 
At last a typical Irish servant came 
up and said: "Maybe you’re Sir 
Robert Ball?” When he found that 
he was correct in his surmise the 
man said: "Oh shore, your honor, I 
am sorry lo have kept you waiting, 
but I was told to look out for a gen¬ 
tleman with an - intellectual look.' 1 

A Great Record. 

Sir Frederick Treves has a record 
of which he may well be proud. To 
have performed operations on two 
Kings of England, and to have car¬ 
ried through 1,000 operations lor ap¬ 
pendicitis without a single death, is 
an achievement indeed. He looks the 
ideal surgeon—keen, quiet, and with 
an air of suppressed strength and 
determination. Such was the profes¬ 
sional sequel to the success in tbe 
case of King Edward, that he per¬ 
formed An operation as often as he 
breaklasted, and far more regularly 
than he lunched. 

British Stcrst Service. 

The amount spent in Government 
' secret service work last yeaff was

■If the poitqffii-e_ofiicial in London, 
England, is not a pbriect type of 
honesty it is certainly nbtthe fault 
of the authorities, whose '•ratchfuL 
eyes are ever on the alert tq detect 
the slightest straying from the straight 
path of rectitude; and it says much 
for this system of espionage, and 
probably much more for the! innate 
honesty of this great army of public 
servants, that they are so seldom 
caught tripping.- 

When we consider that at least 
$600,000,000 passes every year through 
the hands of these men, many of 
whom are none too well paid, and 
that the letters they handle are counts 
ed annually in hundreds of millions, 
it ia little short of amazing that so 
few of these valuables and missive* 
fail to reach" their destination. “Post- 
office people,” saya the secretary of 
a large guarantee association, “toe 
exceedingly honest. Although we 
have 28,000 of them on our books, the 
number of defaulters averages only 
twelve a year.” One defaulter to more 
than 2,300 employes! Could any tes¬ 
timony to probity be more eloquent? • 

Of course, there are black sbeep in- 
every flock, however carefully chosen; 
and it is to keep an eye on these 
undesirables that the postofflee has 
devised its machinery of detection, of 
whiiai tbe outside world knows scr 
little, and which is so perfect in it» 
working that the cleverest thief who. 
ever drew Government pay cannot 
long elude it. Honest and dishonest 
alike are kept under a surveillance 
which never falters nor flags, and 
which keeps an unresting eye on them 
out of, as well- as in, office hours. 
If an employe is' found to be a 
borrower oi money, pr ii hii,creditor* 
summon him to the County Court, 
he becomes suspect at once. If it is 
discovered that he is living in a bouse 
and in a style beyond his apparent 
means; if his wife takes a ’ sudden 
fancy to expensive finery; or if he 
himself develops extravagant habits— 
all these are danger signals, and be 
becomes an object of special attention 
to the postal detectives. 

He cannot move a finger unseen by 
eyes whose duty it is to watch him, 
though he himself never sees them. 
Let us suppose that our suspect is a. 
sorter In this character he has nat¬ 
urally abundant opportunities of in* 
tercepting letters containing valu¬ 
ables. He may have been doing this 
for a considerable—tiqie without de¬ 
tection. Now that his'+mneaty has 
come under 'suspicion, it must be put 
to the test. * 

The first test employed is to give 
him an ascertained number of letters 
to sort, and to count them afterwards. 
None am mitring. JSyidently our man 
has not been tempted, "or the tempta¬ 
tion has not r been sufficiently strong. 
The next step in the detective process 
is to prepare a number of letters con¬ 
taining valuables — banknotes and 
postal orders. One of these is missing; 
but the most careful search of the 
sorter fails to reveal it. He has es¬ 
caped this time, but suspicion has 
now become practical certainty. 

Now, five hundred letters are ad¬ 
dressed, each address being notes, 
and are given to ovr man to sort. 
This time there can be no failure if 
he yields to temptation. Immediately 
over His head as he works is a clock 
—(it is-an, actual case that ia being 
described)—-the works pf which have 
been removed; and through the wind¬ 
ing holes, the eyes of a detective con¬ 
cealed in the adjoining room are* 
watching his every movement. The 
sorter works rapidly, unconsciously; 
only a few letters now remain and 
the hidden detective begins to think 
once more he has failed. But wait 
a moment. The sorter picks up. one of 
the remaining letters, and feels it with 
his fingers; he hastily produces a large- 
addressed envelope from his pocket, 
slips the letter into it, and fastens 
it down. A few minutes more, and 
his sorting is done—for ever. , 

The large envelope into which he 
has slipped the letter containing a 
bank note or postal orders, easily de¬ 
tected by his'ft'ained fingers) is found 
to bear the address of a relative. 
Tills man has probably received many 
a similar enclosure to convert into 
cash for the benefit of the sorter, who 
at last must pay the penalty ,of his 
dishonesty. 

Such is a sample of the methods of 
the postoffice detective system, which 
rarefy fails to run the dishonest em¬ 
ploye to earth, "whether he be sorter, 
postman or postmaster. 

The postman is even mare subject 
to temptation than- the sorter, and 
with less chance of detection. Thou¬ 
sands of pounds pass yearly through 
his hands; and he is just as skilful 
as the sorter in discovering the letters 
that contain valuables. Y?ith the help 
of his fingers or his lantern be knows 
to a certainty which envelopes con¬ 
tain bank notes or postal orders, and 
it says much for his honesty that he 
is so seldom tempted to annex them. 
He knows, too. well - enough^-the ad¬ 
vertising columns of the newspapers 
will tell him — which firms in his 
round are in the habit oi receiving 
orders containing tfioney. To inter¬ 
cept a few of these letters, to open 
them by means of a damped piece of 
felt or the steam of a kettle, is an 
easy matter. If they are found to 
contain nothing negotiable, it is equal* 
ly easy to fasten them down again 
and deliver them. 

But if he succumbs to the tempta¬ 
tion, Nemesis' is soon on his track; 
and by s system of test letters he is 
as surely caught as the sorter* on 
whom keen eyes keep watch through 
the winding-holes of an rffice clock.

A ROMANCE OF TRADE. 


Tbo Start and Rio* of tha Fsmouo 
Krupp Quit Works. 

The famous cannon foundry of 
Krupp, at Essen. was established In 
1811 by Frederick Krupp, wbo aban¬ 
doned a successful grocery business at 
the Instigation of two brothers named 
Von Kechol in order to devote himself 
to tbe manufacture of cast steel. 

Tbe process was then unknown la 
Germany, and tbe article Itself went 
under the name of “English steel” be¬ 
cause It was Imported from England. 
Krupp had money, and tbe Kecbels bad 
or pretended to have technical knowl¬ 
edge. Tbe firm started Its operations 
In an old water power mill at Altenes- 
»en. Tbe experiments of tbe Von 
Kecbels were unsuccessful. For nearly 
two years they did tbelr best, but all 
tbelr efforts to produce "English steel” 
failed, in the end Krupp decided to 
get rid of them after haring spent one- 
half of his fortune In experiments and 
took over tbe management of tbe work 
himself. 

For n long time be had no luck, and 
It waa only after some years of dtsap- 
polntment ami labor that s satisfactory 
metal was prodded. It was uuder bis 
son Alfred tbat the business first real¬ 
ly began to flourish. Its exhibit at the 
London exposition of 1851 revealed to 
tbe world that a little known German 
firm was producing Iron and steel that 
cotlld not be bettered by tbe Industry 
-of any other country. Orders from tbe 
Prussian t government followed, and 
tbe name and fortune of the firm were 
made.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

The Royal William was built at..Que- 
bee during the years 1830 to 1831, 
and the work was carried on in the 
yard of Campbell and Black, ship¬ 
builders.

The United States consul at Hong 
Kong reports that in 1909 the imports 
of opium Into China constituted about 
8.6 per cent, of the total Impor j.

jmports of opium constituted about 12 
per cent of the whole. However, 
this Increase In price and the entire 
imports of opium into China during 
1910 may be taken as the culminating 
point In the contest aga4nst the use 
jQf the drug tn China. The Imports,' 
though small as compared with the 
year before, were nevertheless made 
largely In anticipation of further re¬ 
striction of Imports by law—an antici¬ 
pation which is in a considerable de¬ 
cree already justified.

Rainfall and Consumption. 

A study of the influence of rain¬ 
bearing winds upon the prevalence of 
tuberculosis has been made by Dr. 
William Gordon, physician, to the 
-:n Hew and "tr Hosottal. 
After Classifying several Devonshire 
parishes according to their exposure 
to rainy winds, Doctor Gordon search¬ 
ed out In precisely which parishes the 
deaths from consumption during a 
series of years had mainly occurred. 
He found that the death-rate In the 
parishes exposed to rain-bearing- 
winds was generally twice as high as 
that of the parishes sheltered from 
them. Further Investigations were 
conducted In many other localities, 
among them the city of Exeter. The 
-epult wa= the same. Doctor Gordon 
declares that the important point to 
consider Is the matter of shelter from 
the rain-bearing winds of the locality, 
exoosure to which Is a more serious 
matter than altitude, character of 
soil, or even the amount of rainfall.

Our Trad* With U. 8. 

Despite the defeat of reciprocity 
and the keeping up of the tariff re¬ 
strictions against trade between Can¬ 
ada and the United States, the signi¬ 
ficant lsct is shown by the trade re¬ 
turns for the twelve months ending 
with February last that Canada's to¬ 
tal trade with her neighbor to the 
south ir^eased during ths year by 
*83,582,2 \j, or about fifteen per cent., 
while trade with Great Britain in¬ 
creased by only *18,342,157, or not 
quite eight per cent. Canada’s total 
trads with the United States (or tha 
twelve months was *453,226,632, and 
with Great Britain, *260,672,667. 

The Dominion's aggregate trade 
with the world was *847.372,738, an 
increase of *63,432,178, of which 
*81.820,639 was in imports. Exports 
of domestic products, which totalled 
*386.607,342, increased by only *9.- 
456,768. The Dominion’s total trade 
with the United States is, therefore, 
considerably more than half of the 
total trade with all the world, and is 
increasing at a more rapid rate than 
with any other country.

Not Over Twenty-Five 


Some amendments were made to 
the fishing laws last session. •* 
Section 20 of the act reads as follows: 
“No one shall fish for, catch or kill 
any pike (jackfish) pickerel (dore), 
perch or goldeyes from the 1st of 
April to the 15th of May inclusive, 
except in waters north of or intersec¬ 
ted by the 54th paralell of north lati¬ 
tude between the eastern boundary of 
Saskatchewan and the 100th meridian 
and in the 56th parallel of north lati¬ 
tude between the 100th. meridian and 
the western boundary of Alberta.” 

Sec. 34(c) No one shall in one day, 
by angling ov trolling, catch and re¬ 
tain more than twenty-five pike(jack- 
flsh) pickereel (dore) or of either of 
these species than will in the aggre¬ 
gate amount to twenty-five.
